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More sports than $$

L CERRITO — Parents of 

high school students are fed up 

with struggling to keep school 
activities afloat by washing cars and 
baking brownies. 

At a meeting this week to discuss 
cuts in the high school sports and fine 
arts programs due to the district’s fi- 
nancial crisis, parents and teachers 
agreed that money for them should 
come from taxes, not charity drives. 

This will have to happen soon, they 
said, because potential contributors 
are running out of money .and pa- 
tience. } 

“Eyerybody’s fundraising now and 
there are only so many fundraising 
dollars,’ said band director Terry 
Clark. “This whole thing is going to 
fall apart if we have to keep it up 
much longer.” 

“T honestly think if the citizens of 
this state don’t get to the legislature 
in two years,” he said, ‘all fundrais- 
ing will be over because people will 
be fed up.” 

Many parents agreed, 

“The trouble is, we're not being 
nickled andidimed to death,” one

and 15 dollared to death.” 

The PTSA meeting was called at El 
Cerrito High School to decide which 
sports programs would be cut. The 
Richmond Unified School District 
has cut funds for extracurricular acti- 
vities, which had already been cut in 
half last year, by an added 25 per- 
cent. 

The reduced budget provides $18,- 
680 for athletics and $1,820 for fine 
arts activites. 

The distyict said each school must 
use the meney to provide two, but no 
more than two, levels of football (in 
El Cerritg. the junior varsity was eli- 
minate@ and the varsity and 
soph/frosh teams retained) and was 
entitled to money for seven other 
sport “options.” 

Prior to the meeting, the board of 
education had chosen six of the sports 
which would be kept. The parents 
were invited to comment on this part 
of thé plan, but not to change it. 

They approved the, plan which eli- 
minated soccer and retained girls’ and 


boys’ basketball, girls’ volleyball, 
baseball (for boys), girl’s: softball 
(two teams) and track 

The parents spent the better part of 
two hours debating how to divvy up 
the remaining $788, before deciding 
to divide it equally among three of 
the “self-funded sports,” for which 
participants and their parents pay all 
costs themselves. These were boys’ 
and girls’ tennis, cross country run- 
ning and swimming. The other self- 
funded sport is wrestling 

Two ninth grade boys in the back 
of the room led the fight to put soccer 
back in the schedule. Don Wen, 14, 
and Joe Baptist, 14, are both aspiring 
football players; after the junior var- 
sity was eliminated, they found older 
boys competing with them for places 
on their soph/frosh team 

“Ifthe sophomores are going to be 
on our team, the freshmen don’t have 
a chance,” Wen said 

“The coach expects me, at 126 
pounds, to tackle somebody six feet 
tall and 185 pounds — and if I can’t 
do it, P'll get cut.” 

Wen and Baptist wanted soccer as 
an alternative to football. They said 
they knew at least 20 other students

No school contracts yet 


Employee negotiations continue into October

LBANY — While thousands of 

bewildered students across the 

‘country returned to school late 
or not at all this year because of 
strikes by school employees, school 
opened without incident Sept. 13 for 
Albany’s 2,274 public school stu- 
dents. 

Classes began even though contract 
negotiations between the Albany 
Unified School District and the city’s 
six public school unions and unorga- 
nized bargaining groups were not 
completed by the first day of school, 
as has been the rule in previous 
years. 

Negotiations got off to a slower 
start than usual because district rep- 
resentatives were uncertain how 
much money they were going to re- 
ceive from the state legislature, ac- 
cording to Superintendent Stephen 
Goldstone. 

The school district initially antici- 
pated an increase in state revenue 
over last year, Goldstone said, but in 
the end it received the same amount 
of money for fiscal 1982-83 as it had 


for fiscal 1981-82. 

As a result, Goldstone said, the 
district had to offer employees a 
smaller cost-of-living-increase than it 
would have liked to. Goldstone said 
he could not say what the exact 
amount of the increase is while nego- 
tiations are underway. But he said he 
is optimistic about getting the con- 
tract talks resolved smoothly. 

The district’s costs for its employee 
health plans have all also increased 
over last year, but by widely varying 
degrees. Costs for employees covered 
by Blue Cross Health Plan went up 
from 44 to 48 percent. The costs of 
other health plans, like Kaiser Health 
Plan, and California Vision and 
Dental services increased from 4 to 16 
percent respectively. District employ- 
ees have a choice of which health plan 
they take: Blue Cross or Kaiser. 

Tuesday night, the Albany Board 
of Education extended employee 
health and welfare benefits until the 
end of October, in order to cover em- 
ployees during the contract talks. 
Goldstone said the district’s contri- 
bution to employee health plans is 


one area which will be discussed in | 
contract negotiations. ; 

“My feeling is that we'll be able to 
work it out within a reasonable 
amount of time,’’ Goldstone said, 
adding that he hopes to have nego- 
tiations completed by the end of Oc- 
tober. 

Albany’s public school employees 
are represented by three different 
unions, the Albany Teachers Asso- 
ciation, for certified teachers; the 
United Public Employees, Local 390; 
for maintenance employees; and the 
California School Employees Asso- ‘ 
ciation, Albany Chapter 679, for of- 
fice aides and secretarial personnel. 

In addition to the three unions, the 
district also bargains separately with 
the administrative employees, seven | 
so-called “‘confidential” employees, 
and separate janitorial employees. 

Representatives of the school dis- 
trict and the Albany Teachers Asso- 
ciation are due to discuss the contract 
again next Monday. Members of | 
Local 390 are scheduled to discuss the 


district’s proposals among themselves My 


next week.

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EI Cerrito runs the rails right out of town

EL CERRITO — Those Santa Fe Railway tracks that 
have been making cars go bumpety-bump-bump for years 
are about to be bumped themselves, and city officials have 
planned a civic celebration to mark the occasion. 

The fete is scheduled for 10 a.m. Monday when 
Mayor Jean Siri and other past and present city officials 
will gather at the BART right-of-way on Knott Avenue for 
the launching of the track removal project. 

The city acquired the railroad right-of-way on June 
16, 1980, but not until three months ago did funding be- 
come available to remove the tracks which are in the road- 
beds of all major east-west arterial streets along the BART

“We have to realize,” one woman 
said, “it’s not our board of education 
which is putting these restrictions on 
us, it’s our legislators.” 

PTSA president Gloria Morrison 
said the school was “‘in dire financial 
trouble.” 

“Last year we went to Sacramento 
to legislator after legislator, begging 
for money,” she said. ‘‘No one want- 
ed to give any,” # 

She said campaigns had been start- 
ed to vote particularly unhelpful leg- 
islators out of office and to put a 
school tax measure on the ballot in 
April or June. 

Football coach Larry Quirico said 
El Cerrito had a “unique problem,” 
because it shared funding with several 
poorer school districts. 

“We're stuck with the Richmond 


Unified School District,”’ the ruddy, 
square-jawed coach said. ‘“‘The dis- 
trict has to provide for all the riffraff 
downtown, below 23rd Street. 

“We have to suffer so the ones 
down below, the have-nots, will come 
up to our level. 

“We at the athletic department are 
not very happy about this,”’ he said. 

One woman asked if each sport 
couldn’t be partially self-funding, 
rather than having some completely 
self-sufficient and others completely 
paid for by the school district.

aking veggies yummy 


cookbook from a successful local author 


Very much marinated potatoes 


(30-40 minutes to prepare; several hours to chill) 

For this salad, the potatoes are actually cooked in 
their marinade, which gives them a very unusual flavor. 
(Potatoes are rarely cooked in anything but water.) The 
trick to this process is to get them sliced seriously thin 
(which means only a shade or two thicker than paper- 
thin). The ingredients for this dish are not unusual, but 
somehow the result equals*more than the sum of its 
parts. 


6 medium (fist-sized) potatoes 

2/3 cup olive oil (or a combination of olive and vegeta- 
ble oils) 

3/4 cup red wine vinegar 

generous dosage of fresh black pepper 

1 and 1/2 tsp. salt 

3 scallions, whites & greens, finely minced 

1 small bell pepper, in very thin slices 

1/4 cup finely minced parsley 

chunks of ripe, red tomato 


(1) Scrub the potatoes. Slice them in half lengthwise, 
then into very thin (less than 1/4 inch if possible) slices. 

(2) Combine potato slices, oil, vinegar, salt and pep- 
per in a large saucepan. Bring to a boil, then cover and 
lower heat to a shy simmer. Cook until the potatoes are 
just tender (20-30 minutes). Remove from heat, transfer 
to a bowl and chill thoroughly. 

(3) Before serving, stir in minced scallions and pepper 
slices, Serve garnished with minced parsley and chunks of 
tomato. 

(Serves 6) 


Hot tofu and sesame noodles 


(35-40 minutes to prepare) 

3/4 cup good, unprocessed peanut butter 

1 and 1/4 cups hot water 

3 Tbs. cider vinegar 

1 and 1/2 to 2 Ths. tamari sauce 

3/4 cup toasted sesame seeds 

4 and 1/2 Tbs. Chinese sesame oil 

1/2 tsp. crushed hot red pepper 

1/2 Ib. tofu, cut into small chunks 

2 packages ramen noodles 

(These are available in most Asian and some Ameri- 
can groceries, in small, cellophane-wrapped units. If you 
can’t find them, substitute a half-pound of vermicelli noo- 


dles.)

4 scallions, finely minced 
3/4 cup finely chopped cashews or peanuts 


(1) In a medium-sized saucepan, combine the peanut 
butter and the hot/water, stirring with a wisk until they 
form a smooth mixture. 

(2) Add the vinegar, tamari, sesame seeds, sesame 
oil, crushed red pepper (or cayenne) and tofu chunks. Stir 
until blended. Set aside for now. 

(3) Open your:package of ramen noodles, discover 
the enclosed tiny envelope of “flavor mix,” and throw it 
away in the garbage. Set the noodles aside. 

(4) Begin boiling about a quart and a half of water in a 
large saucepan. 

(5) Take the medium cucumber, peel it if necessary 
(i.e., if it’s waxed), and cut it lengthwise down the center. 
Remove and discard/the seeds. Slice (or coarsely grate) 
the cucumber into very thn sttips. 

(6) Heat the peanut sauce over a low flame, and add 
the noodles to the boiling water. Boil them for minutes 
only then drain well and mix with the sauce. 

(7) Serve in individual bowls, topped generously with 
strips of cucumbers, minced scallion and chopped nuts.

flourishes in 


‘white’ classrooms

Enrollment in a pilot 
program for Richmond 
Unified gifted students has 
confirmed what some crit- 
ics charged when the board 
adopted the project in June 
— parents are sending their 
children to a ‘‘white”’ 
school in preference to a 
predominately ‘‘black”’ 
site, 

A report on the gifted 
and talented program, pre- 
sented to the school board 
Wednesday by assistant su- 
perintendent Robert Grif- 
fin, shows that Nystrom 
School, almost all black, 
has only one partially full 
class for gifted student 
while Wilson School, with a 
mixed and predominately 
white population, has three 
full classes, 

The gifted classes are 
called ‘‘schools within 
schools”’ because Wilson 
and Nystrom both provide 
regular classrooms as well. 

The report also showed 
that one gifted student who 
lives in the Nystrom area 
transferred to Wilson for 
the program even though it 
was offered at the child’s 
own site. 

Overall Nystrom has 23 
students in one fourth- 
fifth-sixth grade combina- 
tion class while Wilson has 
97 in three classes, third 
and fourth grade, fifth and 
sixth, and one straight sixth 
grade. Class size is limited 
to 33 students throughout 
the district. 

The numbers also show 
that only five students 
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transferred to Nystrom 
from other schools while 57 
transferred to Wilson. 
Among the transfer stu- 
dents 45 percent are black, 
37 percent white, 10 per- 
cent Asian, three percent 
Hispanic, and five percent 
Filipino. 

The report did not in- 
clude a racial breakdown of 
the classes, but Griffin, in 
response to requests from 
board members Don Lau 
and Katherine Lord, said 
he would supply those fig- 
ures. 

Even without the class- 
room profiles, the report 
shows that students from 
predominately white 
schools are not choosing to 
come to Nystrom. The only 
schools sending students 
there are Belding, King, 
Peres and Cortez, schools 
with a majority of black 
students, 

When the panel adopted 
the plan June 14, black par- 
ent Billie Alexander said 
the program would increase 
racial isolation. 

“Mentally gifted white 
students most certainly 
won’t come to Nystrom,” 
he said, adding that “‘one of 
the problems of low- 
achieving students is racial 
isolation.” 

The board was split on 
the vote to approve the 
project, with board presi- 
dent Eddis Harrison and 
Lord dissenting. 

Wednesday night board 
member Don Lau, who 
voted reluctantly for the 
program, asked for the ra- 
cial breakdown and said, “I

think the jury is still out in 
regards to this whole con- 
cept.” 

School officials said some 
parents did not send their 
children to Nystrom be- 
cause they did not want to 
remove them from their 
friends. Others, they said, 
had problems with trans- 
portation. 

“TI think it’s the loca- 
tion,” said La Jetta Lacy, 
director of elementary edu- 
cation. Wilson is more cen- 
trally located, officials 
said. 

Lacy also said Wilson 
had a highly organized gift- 
ed program last year and 
built on that this fall. 

At the Sept. 22 meeting, 
Nystrom principal Otis 
Watson said Wilson School 
had a head start on prepar- 
ing for the project. “We're 
just starting,” he said. 

Pauline Reno, Wilson 
principal, said her staff had 
no choice but to expand last 
year’s program because the 
decision to go ahead with 
the pilot project was made 
so late in the year. She 
asked for more notice if the 
board decides to continue 
the program next year. 

The district’s gifted pro- 
gram also includes seminar 
programs, at 11 scattered 
sites where gifted students 
can enroll. 

Griffin reported that 19 
students have transferred 
to the seminar schools, 
where children are not seg- 
regated into separate 
classes as at Nystrom and 
Wilson but pulled out for 
special instruction.
